Choris’ parents recognazed has interest 
in art and encouraged him to practice. 
His mother wat & painter and was 
instrumental in providing him with the 
proper tools at a relatively easly age. 
His parents bought him a senall drafting 
table at about age eight, along with a 
copy af Aow ta Oraw Comics the Marvel 
Moy, because of hile interest im comics. 

His parents never pushed him hard to 
hecame an artist. But a5 a consequence 
of his imterest in art, wherever he was 
bored, he'd ask fer a pen and a stack of 
paper and start to eketch, And sketch 
be did. He drew almost every day for 
two or three years, 

After that, be moved away from buy- 
ing conics every week, He never really 
stopped drawing, though. It was just 
that he couldn't remain as focused on 
the practice of his art on 2 daily basis. 
During his teen years, Chris admits that 
he wasn't into comics at all. There were 
plenty of other interests fora teenage 
boy that kept him quite busy. 

When Chris was about 19, werking a4 
a walter to help pay the bills, a friend 
invited him to a local comic-book store, 
He'd never been in an actual comic: 
book stare before, where they sold 
nothing but comics: they didn’t exist when he was younger. He 
picked up a copy of Frank Miller's The Bork Knight Returns with one 
day's tip, and it’s net byperbole to say that his life was changed 
forever. Millec’s grim vision of the future Dark Knight detective was 
the book that dld it for bie, According te Cheis, “it totally blew 
[him] away.” Chris later told Miller, when he met fim for bie farst 
time, that if it wasn't for hiss, Chis probably woaldn't be working

Chris” Elsst professional work was published im a small pees 
anthology called Tales of the Ninja Warriors, in a strip called “Black 
Angel.” The strip was deserlbed by him as “the adventures of a 
ninja in bell.” Chzis says working on the strip was “kind of fun.” 

When Chris worked on Toles of the Ninja Warrters, be and asgir- 
ing combes artist Frank Gomez developed an important friencship. 

Franke called Chris several years later, after Chris had been out af 
comics (again) for a couple of years, and casually asied if Chis still 
wanted to wark in comics, He mentioned that he'd been working an 











a book with Tom Veitch (a 1993 Karsan? 
minksenes for DC), and that Toss sought an 
artist to work on am upeoming projpect. It 
wat a case of Franc retuming @ fawar, since 
bt was Chris who helped get Frank the fob 
on the Minga Warriors book years before by 
introducing him to the editor on the series. 

Chris contacted Tam and sent kim some 
of big art samples. Tam Wked his art so 
much that he called him back the next day 
and expressed interest in working 
with him. Tom sent off a sample 
script ta Chris for what tumed out 
to be the first isswe of Dark 
Horse's Stor Wars: Tales of the 
Jedi. Both Tam ane Dark Horse 
editor Dan Tharland were 
impressed eowgh with Charis’ 
work that he got the job. 

Warking on Star Wars has been 
great for Chis. He saye “the fan 
part is the freedom.” He came to 
the realization early on that he 
dide't have to draw everything in 
the style of Ralph Me(uarrie or 
Jue Joheston [artists whe worked 
en many of the production sketch- 
es and backgrounds for the Stor 
Wars movies). There's s0 much ecre- 
ative freedom visually in these 
tales of Star Wars millennia behore 
the movies, and he wants ta “lake 
that Freedom and ram with et,” 

With Totes af the Jet, his imagi- 
nation was a little tentative at 
First. The creators were dean 
with a completely new set of sto- 
ries and characters; no one had 
eyer gone that far back in Star 
Wars’ history. The creators wanted 
to make the new sees at Appear 
different from the existing Star 
Wars miliea, as well as cake it 
stylistically unique, but they also 
wanted to maintain its recogmizability as 
something related to the Nar Wars with 
which fans were familiar. 

They made same important compromises 
in the series’ look, settling on a galaxy 
populated with familiar, yet ancent-seem- 
ing technology. And it's been Chis’ unique 
vision that's been instrumental in actually 
implementing this incredible imagery. 

His approach ta developing this ancient- 
but-famillar look for Star Mors: Toles of the 
Jedi, and mow Star Wars: Toles of the Jedi: 
Dork Lords of the Sith, has been therough 
and detailed. [fone goes back four thoa- 
send years in the history of just about 
anything, it's bound ta book different. 

With Tales of the Jeci, Tom and Cheis and 
the other creators involved in the precur- 
sor to Dark Lords of the Sith had alseady 
established that ground. Chris felt that 
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fans were ready for something compiectely 
different with Dark fords—and Chris hap- 
paly obliged. He's promising that with each 
issue of Dark Lords, the technology is 
going ta age. He's having a blast, essential- 
Ly as the first artist to visually document 
the history of the Hor lors galaxy. 

Chris has researched the fistory and 
evolution of technology, focusing on, 
among others, the work of Leonards da

Vinci. Da Vinci had an amazing abality ta 
foresee technological advances. Chris, onw- 
ever, took da Vinci's foresight and modeled 
it in reverse. He looked at the “cument™ 
technology of an X-wing starfighter, or a 
TIE fighter, and figured owt what it would 
have Looked like. He's done hypothetical 
sketches of X-wings and TIE fighters going 
several generations back in time. 

He's really excited about the spaceships 
that will appear in Dark Lords. He's at the 
paint of making same rather bold changes 
in the ship design, which he feels Tales of 
the Jedi book fans want to see. Simflarly, 
Chris decided to draw a very ormate, classi- 
cal style for the lightsabecs, rather than the 
simple, moce familiar “Flashlight” look of 
Stor Wars.

Tom Veitch and Kevin J. Andereon, a5 well 
a itor Dan Thersland, te discuss ideas 
for page layouts, They have given fim 
tremendous leeway. He's received respect 
asa creator, and Chris says it's really been 
an amazing first expeclence as a profes: 
sional comics artist. The laprovemerit that 
has occurred in bis art im the Lest 
year—and he’s the first to admit 
that there are etill worlds to 
oo—has heen predicated om the 
excellent editing he's gotten 
from Dan Thorsland. 

Dan started off editing the 
First issue of Sort Lands by 
“sadiining” a lot of Chris art— 
moeétly pointing out basic comics 
fundamentals. Chris is a quick 
wady, and very eager to lear. 
As he puts it, he “[doesn't) mally 
know a dam thing.” He just intu- 
ftively puts down on paper what 
laoks and feels good to him. Dan 
has glven him a lot of basse sto- 
rytelling techniques that he sim- 
ply waan't aware of before start- 
ing on Tales of the Jedi. Showing 
at times what seems to be as 
much the eagerness af a fan as a 
creator, he says he can't wart to 
tee what the second half af Dark 
Cords ends wp like. Each new 
page fs exciting for him, which is 
a “good place to Be.” 

What's after Dark Lords of the 
Sith?

Locasirte K-Wing intradaced rookie Rebel 
pilot, Keyan Farlandes, and the company's 
upcoming fall release, Dark Paroes, launches 
the career of Kyle Eatarn, a top Rebel agent 
charged with stealing the orginal Death Star 
plans and delivering them to Princess Lela 

We've seen the fall and rise of villains; 
Darth Vader and Emperor Palpatine were 
destroyed at the end of Reborn of the Jedi, 
but Timothy Zahn gave us the icy, blue 
skinned Thrawn and the Dark Jedi, Josaus 
Chaoth. Thrawn playa an integral role in 
LucasArts’ TIE Fighter, which also introduced 
Admiral Zaarin, of the Empire's technology 
corps, and Admiral Harkey, a greedy Imperial 
eommander.

THE GATEKEEPER 


Sa who is the guardian of our inter- 
galactle pearly gates? Our Saint Peter is Laoras- 
film Licensing Vice President Howard Redfman. 

“Several years age we made the decision 
with George to open up the Shar Wars universe 
beyond the scope of the First teflogy and inde- 
pendent of whatever the next trilogy would 
hold,” said Roffman. “George provided us with 










some general guidelines about what we 
auld and couldn't do, For instance we 
couldn't do stories in the time period a eou- 
ple of generations before Stor Wars because 
that’s when he planned to focus the next 
trilogy. However we could extend the fan- 
tasy after Return of the Jedi” 

Lucasfilm Licensing serves two Fune- 
tions. They make sure all new material is 
consistent with the films: consistent in its 
portrayal of the Rebels and Ecxplre’s con- 
flict; consistent ic how dt inteodwces char- 
acters of different races and cultures; and 
even consistent in design direction. Addi- 
tionally, Licensing makes sure the new 
material from different sources is comsis- 
tenk. “Dur ais 6 to have a lot of cross 
fertilization between mediums, This vali- 
dates the universe for fans,” continued 
Roffman. “We're building an integrated 
team that's producing product in thas inte 
grated universe.” The result is a universe 
so carefully and explicitly evolved that if 
beging to parallel cur own Milky Way in ats 
diversity, logic and beliewalility. 


A NEW PERSPECTIVE 

Many interactive games created by 
LucasArts have been instrumental in 
expanding the Star Wars fantasy. They alo 
present the universe from a very unique 
perspective. Prior ta the release ef 2-Wing 
in 1993, experiencing the vastness of the 
Star Wars galaxy was Limited to observa- 
tion—we watched the films, perused the 
comics, read the mavela and collected the 
trading cards, In X-Wing, we are literally 
immersed in Star Wars, stepping into the 
boots of 6 young Rebel pilot and taking 
aur place in the cockpit of an £-wing 
fighter. This point of view is carried 
through TIE Fighter: however, in this 
game we view the conflict from the 
Esvplre’s aide, taking on the role of new 
recriit for the Imperial Navy, 

Dark Forces, a first-person, d=) action 
game slated for November release, puts the 
player in the shoes of the hero and intro- 
duces anew Ser Wars stony; a story rut- 
ning parallel to the events of A New Hape, 
but playing cut in another pact of the 
galaxy. In Dark Forces, special covert Rebel 
agent Kyle Katarn is charged with infiltrat- 
ing the Star Destrayes Avenger that carries 
the plans to the Death Staz. During the 
Tecoweny of the plans, Kile learns that the 
Empire is developing another devastating 
weapon—an army of mechanized 
stermbroupers called dark troopers being 
designed and manufactured by an Imperial 
veteran soldier, Admizal Man Mahe, who is 
frustrated by the fragility of the cumrent 
legion of troopers. Kyle's subsequent mis-

aslons involve determining the locatlen of 
the dark troapez manulactusing facility, 
penetrating it and destroying the dark 
troopers and Admiral Mahe. 

In the pourie af Fle missions, Kyle 
encounters many familiar Star Wars charac- 
ters. He delivers the Death Star plans to 
Princess Leia, takes his orders from Mon 
Mothma, earns Darth Vader supports Admi- 
val Mohe's effosts, battles stormtroopers and 
cutwits Baba Fett and Jabba the Hutt. Ryle 
witite newly created locations, sach as a 
Rebel base on the planet Agamar and the 
Gromas Mines where metal for the dark 
troopers ls excavated, in addition to places 
known to Stor Mors fans, like a Star Destroy- 
er, the Imperial City on Coruscant and the 
spacepert moon of Nar Shaddaa, initially 
portrayed in Dark Empire a5 hoome to momes- 
ous smuggling operations. 
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STORY ORIGINS 

LacatArts project leader Daron Stin- 
nett, lead arta! Justin Chin and program- 
mers Ray Gresko and Winston Wolff are the 
core of the Dark Forces development team. 
They were faced with this challenge in 
designing the game: How can we come up 
with a Star Pave story that feels Gke Star 
Mavs but also is a good computer game? 

“We were saarching for a story that 
would make good game play. We knew we 
wauld have a variety of worlds. We also 
wanted a story that would unfold as it 
went along and that we could take forward 
with sequels,” said Stinnett. “Ure of the 
prablems we had was that a typical er 
Wars plot involves a group of people 
against one huge machine—the Death Star. 
We felt that pushing a button to blow up 
the Death Star at the end of the game 
might be anticlimactic for the player. The 
story would be restricted by what had 
already been dame: the ending known 
before the first chapter began. So instead 
af one big machine, we decided to go with 
these dark troopers. Together they make up 
a huge threat, and they're more conducive 
to player intevactivity and action.” 

The upside of making a game based on 


o- 


Stor Wars is that it already has an audience 
that loves it. Tt also prowides a rich, excit 
ing enviroment. “This happened to me 
with K-Wing.” relates Stinmett, “Tr a hig 
simulation fan, and when I got X-Wing I 
Fired it ap right away. After a little while, 
it Hit me like a ton of beicks—I'm actually 
flying an X-wing. This is so different than 
just watching the movie, That's part of the 
really good aide.” 


A PLACE IN THE GRAND DESIGN 

The Dork Forces team was about three 
months inte the development cycle when 
they subesitted their story cuthine, charac- 
ter blos amd sketches, and some prelimi- 
nary game play to Lucasfilm Licensing, 
which subsequently presented the material 
to George Lucas. “We were confident there 
wouldn't be a problem with our story line.” 
eaid Stinmett. “The real challenge was with 
the dark troopers because they would 
become new Stor Wars characters. They 
would have longevity.” 

Designing the dack troopers proved 
challenging, The team wanted a recogniz- 
able stormtrooper. but more menacing and 
Tesilient than the stormiraopers from the 
movies, with a greater variety of weapons 
amd fighting styles. 

“Some of the first designe we saw 
were inspized by Japanese combe book art.” 
commented Rolfman. “We showed them ta 
George, and even though the designs were 
interesting, there was same question as 
to whether they were conalsterit with the 
Empire. We brought that feedback back 
to the team, and a re-design was done to 
make the dark troopers look like they 
came fram the same designer as the 
stormiroogers we're all so familiar with. 
Japanese style tends to be more exaggerat= 
ed, whereas Star Wars etyle is more indus 
trial—comblaing form and function, This 
is the exact kind of evolution that Geonge 
gees through with desiqners on the Star 
Were films." 


AND IT WAS GOOD... 

So another enty—Eyle Katam and the 
dark toopers—is added to the annals of the Star 
Wore universe, The galaxy expands again, and on 
the hovizon are new games, new boois and, af 
OOUIEE, DEW ITVS, 

The debate rages on as te whether our 
own world began billions of years aga when 
two stars collided or if it was Laid out much 
later in six extraordinary days. Bul we can 
ail agree that when George Locas created 
the Shar Wars oriverse “a long time ago ina 
galaxy far, far away,” he gave us a world 
that continues to evalve and continues to 
delight 2s. Rah 
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Insider got indepth answers about Star 
Wars continuity from Production Editor Sue 
Rostoni ond Continulby Eater Allan Kwek. 

You two have been desevibed as the 
“Stor Wars Continuity Cears.” How do you 
beep track of the Star Wars universe? 

We have a Gemendous amount of refer- 
ence material including the original screen- 
plays, the films, the West End Games 
books, the Guide te the Ster Wars Universe 
and our in-house timeline which includes 
titles and synopses of all published materi- 
al. As new works are published, we update 
an in-house extensian of the Guide, adding 
Rew characters, terms amd events. We also 
hawe access to the memory banks of other 
Sher Wars professionals for thege rare occa- 
sions when we ace stumped. 

What's ‘gospel’ and what isn't? 

‘aspel,” or canon as we refer to ik, 
includes the screenplays, the films, the 
radio dramas and the novelizations. These 
works spin cut of George Lucas’ original 
stories, the rest are created by other writ- 
ere, However. between us, we've read 
everything, and much of it is taken into 
account in the overall contingity, The 
entime catalog of published works comprises 
avast history — with mary off-shants, 
variations and tangents — like any other 
well-developed mythology,

With all the new material coming ont, 
is the Stor Wors universe approaching 
the complexity of other eci-fl pantheons 
such as Stor Trek and Dr. Who? 

A great deal of attention and care has 
been put inte fleshing aut the Ster Wars 
universe because fans are sophisticated and 
demand a cohesive approach. The Star Wars 
universe is unique in that each story builds 
upon the last and leads into the next. Star 
Trek and Dr. Whe have well developed his- 
tories, but the individual works don’t nec: 
extarily dovetail with each other. 

One continuity digression seems to 
exist in the subtle romantic relathonship 
between Loke and Leia, Ster Wars, The 
Empire Strikes Rack. Alan Dean Foster's 
Splinter of the Mind's Eye, the Marvel 
comics and the Willlameon,/Goadwin 
newspaper strip feature oblique reler- 
ences to this that disappear In Jedi. 

The works in question were done before 
Luke and Leia’s brother-sister relationship 
was revealed, 0 the writers went with 
what was known at that pelrt. it would 
have spoiled the surprise to do otherwise. 

Are there any continoity lapses that 
orcurmed before you two took over? 

What after appears to be a lapse in 
continuity tums out te be a mysten-yet: 
to-be-solved. For example, in Return of hhe 


Jedi, Boba Fett appears to be ingested by 
the Sarlacc. He reappears in Dork Empire, 
but the story of hs escape wan't be told 
until the upcoming anthology. Star Wars: 
Teles frown Jobba's Palince, 

In the nevrtpaper strips, General Jan 
Dedonna appears ta make the noble sacrifice 
of his life for the cause of the Rebellion, 
only to appear later in Dark Eripire, without 
amy apparent explanation. The tale af bis 
isaprisanment by the Imperials and his dar 
ing escape has yet ta be told, but rest 
a5sured, it will all make sense in the end. 

Continuity is a major obsession with 
fans. Flease give ws an exarsple. 

We like to receive letters from fans, as 
do the Star Mors authors, and we iy ta 
respond to all of them. Occasionally they 
do point out errors. The last one a fan 
spotted was on the cover of the Technical 
Journal of the Planet Tatasine doe by 
Starleg. A sharp fan noticed that the phote 
of the folean was flipped,

It's been years since she matched wits with Darth 
Wader's dark side, fellin love with Han Solo and helped save civilization 
from destruction. Since Return of the Jedi, it's been challenge enough 
for her to manage the highs and lows of being Carrie Fisher. 


She certainly hasn't become ome of those “Whatever happened to ...2" actors who shine only for a 
Toement on screen and then disappear completely fram pablic view, Fishar's personality and talent 
burn far tes brighwly for that ever to happen. With the same spirit and determination she brought 
to George Lucas’ intergalactic herolne, Fisher has become Hollywood's hippest commentator and 
expect self-explorec. This quickewitted dynamo has spent the last decade taming ber personal 
demons, trying ta make sense of her very public private ile, while at the same time succesafully 
expanding the boundaries of her career. 

With het caped-fire repartee, she parlayed ber trials and tribulations [6 battle with drug addiction 
and a highly publicized marstage,break-up with singer Paul Simon) inte two best-selling novels,

Currently she is working on the screen- 
play for Surrender tie Prok. She also is in 
the midst of peshapa the moat formidable 
challenge of hes life: raising her ome-year- 
old daaghter, Bills. 

At age 34, Carb Fisher has come a long 
way in beth her career amd her personal 
life. But Stor Wars fans can still say, “We 
knew her when.” With her Gery portrayal 
of the cinema's most famous interstellar 
princess, Fisher helped make Ser Wars 
the cultural leon it remains today. For Star 
Wars fans, she always will be Process Leia, 
admired by audiences all aver the world 
for her strength, intelligence amd inde- 
peodence. 

Tn retrospect, Faker was perfect for 
the rele. Who better to being to life a 
quick-thinking. sharp-tongibed, enact 
spitfire Like Lela? Both Princess Lela 
and Carnie Fisher are determined fighters 
who stand triumphantly at the end of a 
battle, whether it's a cinematic conflict 
or Teal life. 

Tk was her indomitable personality that 
originally brought ber ta the attention of 
George Lucas. “He said hed ized all of us 
because we had larger than Ufe personali- 
ties, And he was right,” says Fisher. 

Bringing together three show basimese 
rodkies (Fisher, Harrison Ford and Mark 
Haraill) and letting them meld their own 
personalities with those of the characters 
in the pages of the script was a master 
stroke by Liscas, At the time, however, 
Fishes thaiaght Lucas’ casting was unusual, 
*T think pxine was the strangest. Harrison 
was the toque and Mark was the ingenue 
and the wise old man. We would always 
talk about that being sort of Jungian. And 
Twas not a damsel in distress. I was a dis- 
tressing damsel.” 
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Being chosen for the role was a surprise 
to 19-year-old Fisher. Her andy other movie 
experlence had been a small role im Sham- 
pag, £0 her acting ability had yet ta be 
tested. Fither stil remembers ber audition 
with Lucas, 

*L went im and did an interview, He was 
interviewing with Brian DePalma. Because 
[Ducas) doesn't like to talk, Brian conduct- 
ed the interew. When I met George, I 
think he sald ‘hello,’ then Bran talked and 
T talked. and then I went away. I got a call 
Back. I had felt I 
made very Ittle 
IMpression on or 
around Biss.” Wesv- 
ertheless, Lucas 
was impressed 
enough to give 
her the part, and 
her acting career 
wat launched. 

Saill, Fisher 
experienced some 
self-doubt, even 
after she knew the 
vole was hhec’s. Her 
self-doubt mand- 
fested ikself in her 
own outlandish 
brand of selfedep: 
Tecating Aumer. 
She says, “They 
started trying an 
thease fertil baie- 
styles, ard [ was 
so scared that 
they'd made a mletake, beramse the script 
described how pretty the Prancess was. I am 
mary things, but this ts not what I felt 
myself to be, The last line in the script was 
that the Princess is way down the hall and

she is staggeringly beautiful. | crossed off 
the Ty’ and “Seautiful’ and felt this new 
wording mor approached what [ woald 
bring to the character.” 

Quning flsung Fisher was intimidated at 
times, but now ahe looks back with eat- 
faction. She says, “I was the only carl in 
this sort of adolescent boy's fantasy. So 15 
was fun; it was a lot of fan." 

What wasn't fun were some of the events 
in her life following the Stor iors trilogy. If 
Princess Leja had a few bad hair days, Camrie 
Fisher battled through more than a few bad 
life days in the last decade, 

At same point drugs became an escape 
for bher—a retreat from the Hollywood spot- 
light she’s had to deal with all of her life, 
a5 achild growing up with famous parents 
(Dethle Reynolds and Eddie Fisher) and 
then as an adult who discovers fame and 
fortune of her own. 

Eventually, she ventured too clase to 
the edge. She says it best in Postoords 
from the Edge: 


J wos mnie porn reduction and mind 
exporuvan, but whet Sve ended up 
with [2 pain expartan and ming! 
requninan, 


An overdose landed her in the hospital, 
and she was given a first-class ticket ta 
drig rehabilitation. Mot even Hollywood 
could have scripted a better timing point 
for a character's life. 

After seeing an 
interniew with Fisher 
in Esquire, which oon- 
tained her peculiar 
take on Gtr in Bally: 
weed, an editor 
approached her about 
aniting & baok ef man- 
fiction articles. (rat of 
this initial siagqgestion 
came Postonds from 
the Edge, pablished in 
1927, Thais biting and 
jagged nowel explored 
an actor's straggle 
with drugs and Holly- 
woud, It became a 
JGerw Fork Trnes best- 
seller, Suddenly Fisher 
had a Taw CareeT a5 a 
Fresh vidoe in the 
publishing warld, 
Wiiting became a 
replacement for 
the drugs. 

Fisher's second novel, Surrender tine Pronk. 
wad published in 1990. This time, Fisher's 
protagonist contemplated life after the 
break-up of a celatonship. In one of the 
book's most hilarious but desperate scenes,

Although Fisher played an 
tneredible role in one of the 
most popular coovies of all 
time, she has found greater 
success behind a pen than in 


Front of a camera. On paper, her quirky 
musings have become revealing demoanstra- 
tions of her creativity, 

She may oat have realized it at the time, 
bit ener an the set of tor Wars, her liter- 
ary mind was af work. She still recalls the 
difficulties she and other cast members had 
with the dialague George Lucas had writ: 
ten. In particolar, shi thought Princess 
Leia's dialogue was stilted. “Some of my 
lines cost as take after take after take ... 
“fou'll never get that bucket of balks past 
that blockade’; T have placed information 
vital to the survival of the Rebellion into 
the memory systems of this R2 uni” 
Fisher adds, “Stilted is a kindness. We used 
to go to him and say you cam type this, 
you capiot say it, Bat he made up a 




















language—atilted was actually what he 
was looking for." 

Fisher had ber own ideas of how 
Princess Lela should speak, but Lucas 
refused to let her do it ber way. “He had a 
very pasticulas idea of what this person 
was going to be, and [ was going to fry to 
read it ironic, which never worked, 
because I felt I was inherently, impossibly 
irandc, But ke wouldn't let me do that. Be 
wanted me to be prood and frightening, #0 
that's what I did.” 

Differences of opinion on dialogue 
aabde, Fisher realized the Stor favs story 
was a winner and that Gearge Lucas was in 
the process of creating something special 

She says, “I thought it wat a brilliant, 
brilliant script and I wasted te have lunch 
with ail the characters 
that T was reading.” 

During production, 
Fisher had to endure 
the difficult task af 
actlng in scenes with:

Fisher saye that 
she had to use her 
imagination, arid it 
was difficult at times, 
“You're veny emotion:

It was qalte a challenge for beth 
ed them.

Kenny, what have you been doing lately to 
keep yourself busy? 

Pm doing a pantomime stage play now of Sow 
White and tie Seven Dwar. I'm playing Dopey. 
We travel all around England doing this. ve been 
with this company now for six pears doing the 
same show. We only doit for abowt 21% or seven 
weeks each year but it's fun. 1 also did Snow White 
and the Seven Dwar on ice hack in the ‘bs. 

I recall years ago that you were involved in a 
group called the Minitones. 

Yes, we came straight out of Stor Mors and 
went straight to Harrah's in Lake Tahoe. We're not 
doling that show anymore, 
theugh, because my part- 
ner, Jack Purvis, wad if a 
car accident and became 
Paralyzed. Jack played the 
head Jawa in the oiglnal 
Stor Wars. 

We had been doing the 
Minitenes for over 30 years. 
[t's hard for Jack mow be= 
case he is paralyzed. I's 
tragic. He's mentally fine 
but, physically, he can't 
mows. He's fnastrated 
because the body doesn’t 
work but the mind does. 
He's not galig to get any 
better I'm afraid, 

Do you have children? 

Yes, [ have two some who 
both are of normal height. One of my sons works 
at Planet Hollywood in Londen. They have these 
restaurants all over the world now. In the front 
window of these places they have replicas of C- 
3P0 and R2-D2. They have say name over Arbon 
and Anthony Daniels’ name over Threepia, 

(George is now working on the early stages of 
the new Star Wars prequels. He's sald before 
that the dreids are the only continuing charac: 
ters throughout the filme. 

Yes, that's what [ve heard, too, You know, 
years ago, when I was in America and went to see 
my mother who ves near New Orleans, 1 was fly- 
ing back to London and I picked wp a Time maga: 
zine Ehat had Darth Vader on the cover. Inside

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that lesue was an article by George saying 
that the only two characters to survive the 
whole serles were the robots because they're 
not ber and they don't die.

Int of varieby—it was really vaudeville, We 
traveled all omer England, Wales and Soat- 
land. [ was ocly 26 at the time. 1 really 
wanted to be & commercial artist but I 
dort think 1 was talented enough. I get 
inte shew business and went from one 
show to the next. 

Tundergtand that both af your parents 
were of average height. 

Yes, that’s true. Dam the only little person 
in my family. My wile was the same wey. 

Aa you were growing up what was the 
hardest thing to overcome belmg small? 

There wasn't really anything hard te 
avencome, F just had to adapt te the altaa- 
ton. You just hawe to stand on steols to 
open doors and to tum om Light switches 
and so on. It didn’t really bother me. I 
went to a disabled boys school where 
everyone was disabled in ome fonm or 
another. But we didn't even think about it. 
Then ] went inte show business with 20 
other little people. 

Was that when you realized that there 
were others like you in the world? 

Well, there were a couple of other Little 
peophe at my school bat I didn't meet sa 
Many in one go. There were all ages in that 
show. I then did ire shows and eventually 
got into a version of Snow White and the 
Seven Ceeorfs where there were seven 
dwarts who could sicate, [ then did Cha 
Chin Chow on Joe and Peter Pon on Joe and 
even toured South Africa with these shows.

How did you become involved with 
Star Wars? 

T happened to be working in the London 
area and an agent phoned my agent and 
taid that there was a quy in Landon looking 
far a litthe guy to play inside a rabet. I dont 
know what transpired after that, but [ was 
dent bo the 20th Centany-Fox head ofGee in 
London for an inberniew, T actually came to 
the interview with say partner, Jack Purvis. 
[got the job cight away because they want- 
ed someone small to get into the robot 
because Carte Fisher and Mark Hamill were 
amall and they wanted a small robet. T said 
“Lear t just walk inte a mevie and leave my 
partner stranded.” They abd, “Well, we 
have plenty of work for Jack,” and they 
made him the head Jawa. 

What was your first reaction when you 
found oot you were going te play inside 
a rebot? 

T wasn't that crazy about it at first. 1 was 
doing television in England and f thought to 
myself that I would rather be a star on tele- 
vision here than stuck in a robot all over 
the world! I didn't really know the potential 
of the film at that time—nobody did! 

Do you recall when you first saw the 
design for R2-D2? 

Oh, yes. [ always liked the lock of the 
robot, 1b just wasn't very combortable at 
First. They had screws going through the 
robot's head that stuck into my head. 7 
then got wise and told them and they cut 


off the screws and put mabberin the top of 
the head of the robot to stop it scratching 
my own head. 

When you first got inside R2-D2 and 
they closed the head down, was it a bit 
¢lawstraphobic? 

I thaught, “Oh, what have I got 
mipsel ini?!" 
mie inside, but there was a spy 
hole te see throwgh, Hemever, the 
bottom was open so that let a Little 
light in. Et wasn't really too bad. [ 
just had te flick some awitehes and 
move the head around and wobble 
the body. The hardest thing was to 
keep up with everybedy, and that's 
why they developed the remote- 
control robot. It could keep wp with 
them, I couldn't move fast enough. 

fea you recall the first scene you 
shot a5 Re-De? 

I think we were doing the scene 
out in the desert where Thneepio and 
Arten part ways. It was incredibly hot 
out there, After that we Gled the 
scene where Artoo is coming down the 
canyon and gets caught by the Jawas. 

It's amazing to me to think back about 
the Gling of Stor PFors, We had no idea 
what it would become, We all thought it 
was going to be a lot of rabbash! Tk had all 
these strange mames like Obi-Wan Kenobi 
and bizarre creatures. Jt was hard for me to

andercstand, an the first mowie, bow I was a 
Rebel yet also a good guy. [ didn't quite 
oet ft at first. Then we filmed The Empire 
Strikes Back and 1 understood. 

Was the atmosphere on the aet of Erepire 
different ciace you all knew then how big 
Star Wars had become? 

We all bnew each other better by then. 
and we knew we were past of something 
successful. The cast had been all around the 
world promoting the movie but I couldn't 
go because | was with my partner, Jack, 
working in cabaret in the United States. We 
midesed out on all the sade ie with all- 
expenses paid, : 
stretch limos and 
big hotels. I did 
get to go to the 
Washington pre- 
muore ior Empire 
and we all flew 
back on the Gon= 
cord for the pre- 
mtiere in London 
with Princess 
Margaret. 
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Do you have any special memories 
from working on Star Wars? 

Well, in the scene where the Jawas are 
trying to sell R2-D? to Loke and his uncle, 
I was inside the robot and Jack was playing 
the head Jawa. There were all kinds of 
robots careening over the desert—about 
five or six, They were all charging around 
of the flat desert. It was near an oasis so 
there was water im the air. One robot 
crashed into me. Jack was yelling to me, 
“Lookout! There's a robot coming!” There 
was nothing I could do about it, it just 
crashed inte me, It Hpped me over. We had 
alot of funny things happen to ws. 

What was the filming like in Tunisia? 

We stayed at several different hotels and 
we would wander around when we weren't 
filming because there was na television, no 
radio or anything! Tt was a wery primitive 
area—there wasn't even glass in the win- 
dows of our hotel rooms—it Looked like 
biblical times! Ome day, I was walking along 
the street, there was no pavement, ft was 
all dirt, and Alec Guinness came along in a 
Mercedes amd said, “What are you doing?” 
And [ said, “Wothing, really.” He said, “You 
want to see an oasis?” I said, “Yeah,” so T 
jumped in the car and | went with he and 
has wife to see an oasis. That waa a nice 
trip. They are bath lovely people. But there 
was really nothing to do im these plaves. 
The money you would get while filming 
there had to be spent there because you 
couldn't spend it anywhere else. 

Did you work with Harrison Ford? 

Oh, yes. They had the lange model of the 
Hillenniion Felton in the hangar on one of 
the soundstages in London. It was a mas- 
sive thing. My kids were little at that time 
$01 took them to see the sets which were 
om eight stages, Harrison Ford said, “Til 
take you around,” and took ws to see the 
Hillenniuea Folsom, One of my boys said to 
Harrison, “what will we call you?" They 
coaldn’t get their tongues to say Harrison 
Ford. It was too hard of a name to pro- 
nounce at their age. He said, “Oh, just call 
me peaches!” [Laughter] And to this day, 
ery boys call Harrison “peaches.” 

Is there anything special you recall 
about the filming of Empire or Jedi? 

1 wasn't involved in the filming in Nos- 
way for Empire, It's hard to remember spe- 
cific events because I get the films mined 
up sometimes, Bat Ido remember filming 
out in the Redwoods in California for Jedé. 
We were in the trees and someone noticed 
a hage branch that was sticking across 


another branch—it had been blown off. It 
was perched between two other branches. 
These trees were about 250 feet high. If 
that branch had been blown off by the 
wind it would have come down like a spear 
and could have been serious, 

They brought in two sharpehooters with 
Tifles and tied to shoot it down but with 
no luck, The bullets went right through it 





because it was rotten wood, In the end, 
they had to move the whole set because 
they could net get this hage branch down 
and they didn't want any accidents. They 
couldn't risk this six- or seven-foot-long 
branch falling down 200 or 300 feet on the 
cast and crew. Tt was just too risky, It 
could have killed someone, 

1 wish that they had wtlized me more on 
Jedi. The director, Richard Marquamd, told 
me, before we started filming, that he 
wanted to really utilize me because George 
liked it more when I was in Re-D?2 because 
it came to life, But they still dadn't use me 
that much, I actually spent more time on 
Jedi working with the makeup people try- 
ing to get the Ewoks eyes right. I spent 
most of that movie in the Stuart Freeborn 
m2kewp and special effects department try- 
ing te get the eyes of the Ewoks to blink, 
It wasn't easy—it was hard work. I was like 
the prototype Ewok. 

Do you recall working with George 
Lucas on the first film? . 

Qt of all the directors, | liked George 
the best. Irvin Kershner was very funny, He 


reminded me of Kermit the frog because he 
sounded like him. I didn't get along with 
Richard Marquand as well. I don't know 
why. He didn't seem to ose me very much. 
But with George Lacas 25 the director you 
always knew what he wanted, He was very 
clear and precise, He knew exactly what he 
wanted. I bike that. 

Hut George had the vision of Stor Wars in 
his head—he knew it forwards and back- 
wards. ] used to sit with George and have 
dinner when we mere filming Star Mors. We 
usually wouldn't chat bout the film, we 
would talk about other things. However, he 
was always preoccupied with the movies so 
you didn’t get a Lot of talk oot of him. But 
T got along very well with both George and 
Irvin Kershner. 

C-3P0 and R2-D2 are partners on 
screen. Would you describe your rela- 
tlonship with Anthony Daniels the 
same way? 

We are mot exactly close, [ found bir to 
not be an easy quy to get close to. We 
didn’t argue or anything but we were not 
close friends, [ didn't really six with him 
socially. Maybe if we are both in the new 
Star Wars movies we will have an opporta- 
nity to get to know each other better and 
we'll have a lot move to relate to. I think 
the robots will be a good link from the pre- 
viows movies to these new ones. Tt will help 
introduce people to the new films by giving 
them a bit of something they're used to. I 
hope they utilize me in the mew films. 

Another movie you did which was very 
popular was Tire Bandits. 

That was good fun! I was involved in 
everything in that movie because we [the 
litthe people) were the stars of the movie, 
To be honest, that was more fon than Sher 
Wars. Star Wars was more difficult for me to 
do beramse T didn't know what ft was all 
about but Time Bandits | understood and 
was just good fan to film. I wish we could 
have done more of these but the filmmak- 
Br: wanted fo go on to other things. We 
went all over England to film Time Aamaits, 
Jack Purvis played Wally and 1 played Fid- 
get. The late David Rappaport was in the 
film as well. 

Kenny, you've worked on some time- 
less films and we appreciate you taking 
time out for the Star Wors Insider to talk 
about your Ster Wars experiences, 

Well, thank you. [ lock forward to sharing 
more experiences with you if fm in the new 
Stor fers films ... and I lowe te hear from 
the Star Wars fans!

guished acting career. A recognized feo in Erg- 
land for Ais voles on television and stage, Denis 
is best kmawn for his sale in the eribicaliy 
accdoimed film, Local Hero, 

SHTL the role of Wedge Antilles hes followed 
Denis throughout the [ost 17 years while he hes 
performed ina vartety of stage plays, musicals, 
film and television roles. Recently, he talked 
witht tie Star Wars Insider fe relate hls expert 
ences af ane of the few Rebel fighter piatt to 
eurvive oll three Star Wars Aims 

Denis, how long have you been acting? 

T started very early, about five years ald. It 
was really through movies more than any- 
thing. I was browght wp ina amall town in 
Scotland... There was a movie theater and I 
used to see a lot of movies. I really wanted to 
be some kind of performer, and that developed 
gradually aver the years to the semious idea 
that I would be an actor. But it was a very 
strong impulse. 

What waa your first professional acting pob? 

I trained as an actar in a drama achool in 
Glasgow, While still in school, I did an episode 
af a Beitigh television series. Around the dame 
time, | started performing as a mime artist in a 
two-man show that towed around Scotland. 
Those were my very early jobs in the business, 

How did you get invelwed with Star Wars? 

Tk was in 1976. George Lucas was in London 
meeting a lot of young actors at that tlme. 1 
went in and met him but nothing really came 
out of ihe didn’t cast me in the movie at 
all. | went off to France to make a couple of 
movies and then came back and got a call from 
the Star Wars production office to come down. 
They had already started shooting.

“Whee | eaw Star Wars for the first time aia cast and crear r screening in Landan," 
recalls Lawson, “| thought at ene particalar stage that my character had bees blown op, 
| thoeght, ‘Dh well, that's the end af chat.’ And then | goto cell te do the sequel.” 


They gave me 4 stript and set me up to play the part of Wedge. 
From what [ could gathes, someone did't work out for them so 
they needed another actor to play Wedge. That's basbeally how 1 
became involved with the film. 

What do you recall from shooting Stor Wars? 

Tt was rather strange! As you knew, we shot against a bloo 
screen. There were probably 20 different Rebel pilots sitting 
around an a soundstage and there was a cockpit of am E- -wing jet 
up high on what T weld describe as a raft on stilts. lt was almost 
Like waiting to go te the dentist! [Laughter] 

Everyone went up in torn and did his sequence of lines throwgh 
those long battle scenes, [t was actually very difficult te de 
because George wanted to tum the camer on and have ws go 
throwgh our lines in sequence and then cut them all together ta 
make the final scene. Usually, a4 an acter, you learn lines with 
cues and you have another actor responding, which helps you. But 
this was very difficult. You might have ten lines on one page and 
then a few lines on another page and suddenty you would have to 


jump ahead and try to remember what the next lines were 


What George did in the end war roll the camera for a particular 
line, he would cay the line ta me, and I would do the line in yari- 





ous different ways and from various different angles and then we 
would go on to the mext scene. The motion ef the X-wing was 
mazde by the crew rocking this kind of raft that f was on. If had 
never worked this way before. Twas osed to classical stage training 
eo this was very different. [t was very interesting for me because if 
was the biggest production | had worked on wp to that time. 

How did you come back for The Empire Strikes Rack? 

Well, for seme reason, Wedge was left alive in Star Wars, When 
[caw Star Wars for the first time at a cast and crew scoeening in 
London, I thought at one particular stage that my character had 
been Glown ap. I thowght, “Oh, well, that’s the end of that.” And 
then Egat 2 call to do the seqoel. For same reason, and J don't 
know wiry, I think lt was a complete accident that the character of 
Wedge was left alive in the first move. By the thme the next 
movie came arand [ was a puch more successful actor on the 
stage in England. But 7] had the time ta do the second movie and I 
had alae become good friends with Mark Hamull. When we made 
the second movie, his wife was pregnant at the aame these eine 
was. We had also got along very well on the first movie. But the 
character of Wedge was alive at the end of Star Wars so they asked 
me back. 
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We went te Norway for Empine, and that was really very inter- 
ecting. It was very, very cold. I dletinethy remember getting on a 
train in Bergen, Horway, and gradually going up a hill, At one 
point, the trees disappeared and then it started to snow and then T 
noticed that the smow was oot coming dawn, it was going vertically 
across the window because we were going straight wp the moun- 
tain! When we arrived at a aki lodge there, I think it was 4,000 feet 
up, you could not see anything, It wai completely white, The 
weather was wey, very bad. We all had te have 
Special clothing while shootlig up there. 1 
Temember that once you got on alll the clothes, 
the goggles, jacket and boots, you would go 
outside and it felt like you were under water. 
You couldn't feel anything. ft was lke looking 
through a glass tank. It was strange, J had 
never worm arctic clothing like that, When the 
weather cleared and the sun came out ft was 
absolutely beawtiful wp there, though. 

Did anybody ever mention to you at that 
Point that you were one of the few sur- 
vivors from Star Wars? 

Yeah, Mark Hamill wed to refer to me as 
“George Lacas token survivor!” Tt was talked 
bout at that time, 

You then came back for Return of the 
Jedi How did that happen? 

T think it was luck once again. | was free 
to do the filming on that 
move. We shot all of my 
stuff in London. f think I 
Was, one again, George 
Lucas’ boken suravor, 

Did George ever speak 
to you about the character 
of Wedge? 

No, George is a very quiet 
man. My feeling on the first 
film was that Wf you came on 
the set. could you spot the 
director?! George was very 
cals and quiet and blended 
in with the rest of the crew. 
He was fairly noncommital 
about Wedge, | think he was etightly amused by it. 

By the time Jedi rolled around, it couldn't have jost been 
an accident that Wedge showed up im the film ... 

Yes, that’s troe. Peshape they felt it was nice te have incidental 
characters who eight go fom film to film. Tt helps the continuity 
of the movies, 

De you still find people who recognize you from your role 
in Stor Wars? 

Tt's extracrdinary, Stor Wovg, as an acting job, was by no mea 
the most important thing [ve ever done. But it has generated 
more mall than anything ve ever dame. Still to this day [ get mail 
from Star Wars fans. 

Did you know that they've taken the character of Wedge in 
some of the Star Wars novels and expanded him? In one book 
he falls in lave and is promoted to general. 

T wasn't aware of that. That's extraordinary! [im very pleased 
that Tve done alll these things! [Laughter] 

Mut of the three movies, do you feel that we've learned 
anything special aboot Wedge? 

I don't think in tera of the movies there really is. 1 suppose 
we know there is am enous loyalty to the Rebellion and that 
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he's a good friend of Luke Skywalker. I think if was established 
that they go way beck as Friends. But other than that, there 
hasn't really been much Meshing aut of the character. 

George is beginning the early work on the new Star Wars 
prequels now. | wonder if there will be a place for Denis Law- 
aon in the mew filma? 

Maybe as Wedge's gramdfather! (Laughter) I know that when 
we warked on the movies that George had this idea of doing three 
trilogees. [t's nice that he's going back before 
Sher Wars. But they are such huge projects, it 
must take ao mach emengy to put thes all 
together. 

‘One of your most famous toles was in 
the film Lacal Here. Do you recall how that 
came about? 

When we were shootlig Retun of the Jedi, 
Tgot the role for Loco! Hero. | remember 
telling Mark Hamall about it am the set one 
day. Local Hero was an enormous pleasure. It 
was probably the moat enjoyable fob [ve ever 
had, It was very successhol. The movie hae 
seemed to have a long Life on video, too, 

What aré you doing mow? 

1 just firdshed two different slows on the 
stage. ] just completed working in an Ameri- 
can play called Oliemma by David Mamet. 
Before that I did a musacal. [m absolutely 
exhausted from working so 
heavily on thee stage, 90 
I'm trying to take a little 
break now, Te meading 
various scripts and I'm also 
an independent producer 
myself. eo I'm working on 
several projects of my 
own, I've done a lot of 
television in England and a 
lot of theater work and 
people know me from that. 
I get recagmized quite a bat 
over here. One of my 
regrets is that the film 
industry in England is very 
poor night now. We don't get much help from our government so 
there aren't many movies made over here. Pve often thought 
about moving to Los Angeles because of the film industry there. 
Pm very fond of America. 

[ onderstand that Elstree Studios, where you did a great deal 
of You filraing for the Star Wars movies, has been shut down. 

Sadly, yee. This is the resalt of getting very little encoorage- 
ment for cur indastry here in Great Britain, (me of the reasons 
this has happened is that we used bo get very good tax breaks for 
American producthans or any productions. Those were taken away 
in the “S0s. American and forelgn pectormers were taxed over here 
ina way they never were before, Basically, they stapped coming. 
This ig why these movies are not made here anymore. Cur film 
industry has really suffered because of this, There were only about 
12 British movies made here last year. It's very eed. T hope we can 
tum it around soon, 

Denis, thank you for taking time out to talk with ua. The 
fans will continwe to cheer on Wedge as they rewatch the Stor 
Wir films. 

Well, thank you. It's been a pleasure. | continually enjoy my 
Stor Piers conmection. Twines 
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Ihe Ster Mors universe is so detailed and complete that fans delight in obsessing ower ewen 
the smallest of characters. Wedge deserves the crown ao the greatest of all the small char- 
acters for making betel appearances in all three films, a feat matched by no other minor 
character. Beginning with his brief appearance im the Star Were dogfight-sceme, the hand 
some young Rebel pilot Wedge captured the viewer's imagination. Just who was this brash 
teenage pilot who followed Luke into the Death Star trench only to have to “pall out 

because he couldn't do anymore good back there’? Over the years, knowledge of Wedge has 
become the acld test for separating devated Star Wars fans from caaual viewers. 

Just the name “Wedge” itself has a great ring to it, How many out there were ever nick- 
named Wedge or wanted to be? Raise your hands. Yet a neat name was not enough to give 
Wedge the credit he deserved for playing a pivotal role in the Star Wars trilogy. Wedge is practi- 
cally sparmed on screen in light of his numerocos accomplishments for the Rebellion. 

The modes® and irrepressahle Wedge Antilles is the coolest Star Pars hero. Wedge has brief 
speaking parts in each big battle scene from the three Stor Wars films, Never getting killed and 
never receiving the fantare of the major characters, Wedge tools ditiholly from film to film. He's 
a humble, cumming amd loyal guy. In the battle of the Gret Death Star, be backs off and lets 
upstart farm boy Luke Skywalker ran the show when the Red leader is killed. Not only does 
Wedge survive all three major Star Mars battles, but he knocks out an Imperial walker in The 
Empire Strikes Back and helps Lando blaw the secomd Death Star's reactor in Retin of the Jed, 
Wedge happily thrusts himself inte all three Stor Wars battles, against seemingly hopeless odds, 
and doesn't even complain when they wait three films to give him a promotion, 

In Star Wars, Wedge saves Luke's butt fram a TIE fighter as they prepare for their attack. 
Could we tot, in essence, credit Wedge with destroying the Death Star? Had Luke been vapor- 
ized, no one would have had enowgh Force with them to launch that final shot into the serial 








exhaust part. For some reason good old Red Two (Wedge) didn't 
deserve a medal while Han ehange-ol-heart-at-the-last-minate Solo 
did. fa figure, 

In The Empire Srikes Socks, Wedge leads the way by causing the 
first AT-AT casualty with his tow cable, a feat that buys valuable 
time For the evacuating Rebels, Some cunning teamwork between 
Wedge and his gunner, Janson, results in an Imperial walkers legs 
being caft-cradied and crashing to the ground, Janson, and his 
counterpart Dack, Luke Skywalker’ gunner, deserve mention here 
as hoy are both cut from the same cloth 25 Wedge. A fierce Rebel 
lighter, Janson is not beard from again after the Battle of Hoth, 
Poor Dack, Mr. [-feel-lke-[-could-take-on-the-whole-Empire: 
myself, is killed in the heat of battle. There better be a Rebel waz 
memorial with their mames on it somewhere, 

By the time Return af the Jeo? comes around, the ever-patient 
Wedge has finally been prometed to Red Leader. A nice gesture to be 
fare, but ome that only comes because Mr. Skywalker is busy tralge- 
lng around with betber things to da, like getting into fist fights with 
the Emperor. Along with Lando, Wedge is obviously the heart and 
smal af the Rebel fleets attack on the second Death Star. Wedge 
jitides the young greenhom pilots through the attack and just bare- 
by gets out in thie when the Death Stazs reactor blows. Wedge is the 
only known Rebel pilot te fight and sunive both Death Star battles,

For the most part 
we don't get a glimpse of these little people of the Rebel Alliance 
with the exception of Wedge. Whe is this quy and where did he 
come fram? Does he have a family? What made him throw his Life 
away for freedosa in the Rebel Alliance? 

Same of Wedge's loose ends are Ged wp in the new Star bors fic- 
thon thet has been released. Wedge plays a role in LucasActs’ 
K-Wing computer game, Tf you've read Kevin Anderson's Jedi 
Search, you know that Wedge finally falls in love and oets promot: 
ed to general, New X-Wing novels will featuze Wedge and the 
Rogue Sqmedroc. 

Sure that’s nice ard all but does it really make up for years of 





languishing In obscurity? Does it make up for never having a your 
own T-shirt, never having your own poster, oc the ultimate insult, 
never having your own action figure? 

I think not. I prefer to remember Wedge as, abused, forgotten 
and ready to hop in his X-wing af a moment's notice to battle the 
dark side of the Force. This is the legacy of Wedge. Wedge is the 
Rebel every man. In real Life not all of us cam be glory hounds tke 
Luke Skywalker and Princess Leia. In real life mast of us are 
Wedges; plugging away behind the scenes te make the beatiful 
peopie look good, 

The real reasan that Wedge is sporned by the Star Ware storyline 
is that he's not a mala character, What's fascinating to us as viow: 
ers is that his character is just big enough to have a couple of lines 
in #éch Glo. Just important enoagh to have the casting director 
call the same actor, Denis Lawson, to come back to each film to 






shoot for a few days over a period seven years, 

Wedge was coated to give the Rebel Aldanoce a recognizable 
face. Wedge's recurring mele adds a buman element to the Rebel 
Alliance that keeps it from becoming a hodgepodge of fresh extras 
in each mew film. Locas tended te every detail of the trilogy, right 
down to its minor characters because he knew the audience would 
note. Devoted fare recognize Wedge and cheer him along just 
like Luke Sleywalker. 

For the record, Lawson hidmaelf ie dumbfounded that aryone

T panscerd. 

This, then, is the stony behind the book, or how the 
price guide wae asiesblel—and how not even 8 mighty 
earthquake coald stop it (delay bt, yes: stop ft, mo). Cal- 
lectors have been seeking a traly comprehensive listing 
of Stor Worse merchandise amd prices for years. Since 
1983 there have Geen six editions of samething called 
The Oficial Price Guide to Star Trek end Star Wore Cel- 
lectibles, but just the onder of names in the title should 
Make true fans of the Force suspicious, And “Wiicial” 
tums out to be the trade name of the publishes, not a 
validation oo sign of cooperation fram LarasGlm or 
Paramount. 

About four years ago | heard through the Stor bars 
grapering that Lucasfilm, having started up anew pub- 
lishing divissan, was interested in having someone do an 
authorized price quide for trilogy merchandise. Since 1 
had been toying for years with the idea of attempting 
just such a project—it would force me to better onga- 
nize my collection, for one thing—I contacted Lucy Wil- 
gon at Locashlm and volunteered my services. The more 
we talked, the more the idea evolved inte what became 
my first Stor Bors book (itor Pra: From Comeept to 
Soee te Collectible). Bit the weed far a truly campre- 
hensive price guide was growing as the popularity of 
Hor Wars soared berate of new novels being published 
and George Loca statements that he would definitely 
film another trilogy. 

T wasn't the only one with the idea. About the time I 
first contacted Licashim, they had been in contact with 
Tam E. Tumbuich. Tam, 4 one-line advertising executive 
and toy collector in Dayton, Ohio, became an emtrepre- 
near in the mid-19b0s by publishing a Disneyana price 
guide—the ficst of nearly 20 books that Tomazt Pablica- 





Gord has produced to date, including Actian Figure Gal- 
lectibles and Space Adventnine Colfertibles, The latter, 
written by Toms son Tor 4. (or THT as he's called), had a 
large Stor Waors component, but Tom E. was convinced 
there was a market for a quide steiethy devoted te the 
tilogy. He waa pretty sure there would be enough stuf 
to Filla book of, say, 140 to 150 pages. Hah! 

Lice Wilson had an idea. Why didn’t the Tumbusch 
clan and 1 produce a guide together? With my knowledge 
of the hobby and thelr proven method of prodacing col- 
lector’ quides, it seemed a natural fit. What f didn't real-

ize at the time was that Tom and THT had been busy 
amassing a huge Str Wers collectsan themselves, and in 
fast a Pew years time had put together one of the largest 
hardes in Lhe kKmowi galaxy. These guys were serous! 
Planning for the book started more than two years ago 
when Tom and THT visited my place and we laid oat same 
geoeral guidelines, Jk was important, we agreed, that the

book be as comprehensive and complete ai 
possible, We wanted not just ttems sold im 
the United States, but a worldwide book at 
the Stor Wars merchandising phenomenon, 
At first, we conadered having prices in the 
currency of the country where a specific 
item was sold, but quickly abandoned that 
when it became clear that fluctuating 
exchange tates would couse havoc. Besides, 
while thenss a healthy contingent abroad, 
the vast majority of Steyr Prone collectors ane 
in the United States. 

We would love to do a full-color book 
throwghout, but the costs would have do- 
veo the books price inte another galaxy. 
(We did end up with 16 eclar pages—twice 
the amount originally plarined). There was 
also the matter of whether we would retain 
the alphanumene code for tems that had 
been established in the Space Adventures 
book. 1 cocwimced Tom that there would be 
so many mew items that we needed to start 
aver, Hut ln planning the book, we have 
(hopefully) let plenty of room for newly- 
made and newly-discovered products, 

Thad done a lot of research for the 
quide while 1 was working on the Concept 
book. Combing throwgh the Locashlm 
archives, toy bay, photo library and licens- 
ing files, I found fairhy decent records, 
photos and actual samples of prodwects 


from argund the world. Or 
so 1 thought. As we gat 
Tare inte the book, it 
became clear that many of 
the recomds were contra- 
dictory: some lacked vital 
information: others sade 
it unchear post which peod- 
ucts weze manufactured 
and sold rather than just 
conceptualized, Plenty of 
iteoes | knew had been 
licensed were nowhere to 
be found—especially Ken- 


items with department- 
store packaging and spe- 
cial in-pack bonuses. 

OF course, the fun ie in 
the search. Looking for 
the strange and pinning 
down the commonplace 
became an obsession. Sap- 
arately, and a couple of 
years Apart, the two Toms 
and I meticulously 
searched the Skywalker 
Ranch toy bay, looking for 
items we didn't have in 
our mepective collections, 
either to make a notation 
of if (oe) oF to borrow for 
photography (them). I still 
Temember digging thraugh one somewhat 
dank-sovelling lange cardboard box and 
finding a cumber af strange things, such 
as Ariticsh marshmallow candies, shriveled 
wath age, in the shape of Star Mors charac- 
ters. (Thats the box where | found a dead 
hind—thats another story.) 

Another challenge was to organize the 
vast amount of material. How do we pre- 
serit Gt all? The Tomart folks went through 
a foot-tall pile of Lists of Locasflen 
Goensees and Cher products, and made a 
first cut at Weting categories. We then sent 
it back and forth across the country, Fur- 
ther refining it and fitting all the products 
into categories where collectors might look 
for them. Should there be an Action Fig- 
ures category to lead the book, or should 
they be towards the back under Toys? We 
resolved all those leques, then added an 
index at the last minwte just to be safe. 
There is also the most comprehensive and 
up-to-date Ust of all worldwide Star Wars 
licensees ever compéled. It gives their loca: 
tion, years during which they made prod 
wets and the kind of merchandise they 
sold. We beliewe the List will help avid cal- 
lectore track down additional items and get 
information on products they already owt. 

Tomart also scammed imta their comput- 
ers every single phote oi merchandise in 





dozens of Lucasfilm scrapbooks. Tom E 
and Tomart photegrapber Tom Schwartz 
tock hundreds of new photos. Om the West 
Coast, Steve Essig, who photographed my 
first book, supplied another 700 photes, In 
all, we have more than 7.000 different 
items pictured in the book. We list and 
give prices for somewhere between 20,000 
and 25000 items! We've all bean too 
exhausted to try to come up with a mor 
exact figure, 

Tom E, and I had planned to meet in 
January when he was visiting Los Angeles 
to come up with the final format of the 
book, January 17, te be exact. The earth 
shook violently insbead. Despite namors, 
my collection wasn't trashed—but it sur 
was messed wp, and ik took more than a 
month to get things back inte shape, 
Mearorhile a Tomart temp prepared an ini: 
tial set of listings. When f finally got to 
them ard saw all the holes, [ realized that 
the hook was going te take a Lot longer 
than we had suspected. Far most sections, 
T had ta gather up handfuls of items from 
my collection, go upstairs to my office, 
and patiently list exch one. Mearmhile, 
THT was working on the extensive and all: 
important action figure and toy section. 

The book grew. Ther it grew S00 more. 
“You want to list how many posters?” co- 
author THT asked me one day. “Jost 700," 
T replied, Along with nearly everything 
ever produced far Star Towrs—at alll four 
Disney parks. And for the George Locas 
Super Live Adwenture in Japan. And a cou- 
ple handred records and Cs amd... The 
book, once fixed at around 150 pages, bal 
looned to 196 and finally to 224. We kept 
shochorning im everything from anywhere, 
including ikems just kitting the shelves, 

Actoally, we might zbll be working on 
the book, seeking ta make it even better, 
if 270 hadn't called and ordered 7,000 
signed copies to sell on its July 23 show, | 
Flow to Dayten the weekend before for 
final checks and fixes—not to mention 
sharing the autograph fun with THT, 

But its done. We're pleased with it and 
hope that you are too. We solleit your com- 
ments, complaints, comections and addi- 
Hons, Jind yes, like the movie business, 
wee already planning am eventual sequel.
